Postures 
Injurious Habits aud 
of Children. 
An article of considerable length, en­ 
titled, “ The Arrangements for Seating 
Children iii School and at Home, and 
their Influence upon the Health of the 
Young, and 
especially 
upon 
their 
Growth and Carriage/1 which appeared 
in the Monthly Sanitary Journal of 
Brunswick, is well worthy of perusal, 
and contains t he following general rules, 
which have the assent of different phy­ 
sicians of high authority: I. The car­ 
rying of children on one side, on the 
arm, by nurses, is improper, as it fre­ 
quently occasions defects in form and 
growth. 2. Lying on the back is the 
best position in the earlier years, as it 
meets all the requirements of health. 
8. In raising itself up, and in learning 
to walk, the child should be left to its 
ow n strength, or should at most only be 
assisted as it may have need. Every 
premature at tempt to walk may occa­ 
sion curvature of the spine and of the 
bones of the feet; and all artificial sup­ 
ports, as go-carts, belts, etc., are in­ 
jurious. 
-I. Carrying heavy articles, 
such as school satchels, smaller children, 
etc., on one side, instead of ujH>n tho 
back, should 
be avoided.

Schreber “ the harm­ 
ful gratification of the feminine taste 
fortress.” 8. Bodily exercise, as skat­ 
ing, swimming, and, above all, gym­ 
nastics, neutralizes many evil influences 
upon the body, and imparts beauty of 
form as well as strength. 
Walking on 
stilts, for example, is peculiarly eflcet- 
ive for correcting defects of carriage 
resulting from weakness of the upper 
dorsal muscles, as stooping of the 
shoulders, and turning of the toes in­ 
ward. 
The following suggestions relate more 
particularly to the position in w riting, 
etc., at the desk in school, or at tho 
work-table at home: I. The vertical 
distance of the inner edge of the table 
from the surface of the bench or chair 
should be adjusted to the distance of 
the elbows of the individual from the 
surface of the seat.

What a delight it is to the skillful 
worker in wood to shave into the per­ 
fection of smoothness and shape the in­ 
valuable wood of the white pine tree. 
And what grandeur there was—for we 
can no longer sa}’ there is—in the un­ 
touched f(/rests of those noble trees 
covering the ground so densely that 
one felt more than ever how solid the 
earth must be to carry such enormous 
lading. 
And what .Eolian music the 
wind made far above, up iii the dizzy 
region of their tops! An English farm­ 
er, wflio wras at heart more a lover of 
workmanship in wood than of delving 
in the soil, emigrated to Pennsylvania 
years ago, and on seeing the pine for­ 
ests of Clearfield County incontinently 
bought his farm in their very heart. Hie 
enjoyed and extolled their superbness 
to the last, as w’ell he might; but mean­ 
while his savings melted aw ay and he 
found no source of resupply, for there 
was no w ay then of marketing lumber, 
and l»oth the enormous trec-growth and 
the nature of the soil were almost pro­ 
hibitory of all farm operations. 
Since then what a change! The lord­ 
ly trees arc gone, save here and thoro 
a remnant.

What is to 
be done for the coming century? It 
must be remembered that no money 
w’ill build up a plantation of trees.

ready* single trees are being valued at 
Urns aud hundreds of dollars which fifty 
years ago would scarcely have sold for 
one. 
What will our children see and 
do in half a century more. 
It is, man­

and would till with contempt and a 
horror of such wastefulness of space tho 
soul of a New York tenement house 
proprietor. 
We are told that “ next to 
the educated English, the uneducated 
French love their country more than 
any other people in Europe,” and it is 
certainly more than a blind affection 
which they feel for it. The statistics 
that we have given show that they are 
blest bcvond any other people of their 
class in Europe and they instinctively 
believe this even though they may not 
have education enough to prove it to 
themselves
